Elected gover­ 
nor at 37, Williams will be 55 
this month. 
Last October, Williams ac­ 
knowledged he would consider a 
race for the Senate if McNam­ 
ara decides to retire. Asked 
about this today, Williams said 
he would not repeat the state­ 
ment. 
Even if McNamara retires, 
Williams would not necessarily 
have a clear path to the Demo­ 
cratic nomination for senator. 
Detroit’s 38-year-old Mayor Je­ 
rome P. Cavanagh, fresh from a 
resounding re-election triumph 
last November, said Jan. 7 he 
was giving “ most serious con­ 
sideration” to a race for the 
Senate. 
McNamara said Friday he 
thought he would make a deci­ 
sion by April 1 but declined to 
say what the decision would be. 
The filing deadline for Michi­ 
gan’s Aug. 2 primary is June 14. 
Although Gov. George Rom- 
ney has been mentioned as a 
possible Republican candidate 
for the Senate, most Republican 
congressmen here expect him to 
seek a third term as governor. 
The length of the gubernatorial 
term is being increased from 
two to four years.

Boeing 727, with 126 passengers 
and 7 crew members aboard, 
slammed into the choppy Tokyo 
harbor as it banked toward its 
final approach Friday night. 
The plane was crowded with 
Japanese returning from the 
annual snow festival on Hokkai­ 
do, Japan’s northernmost is­ 
land. Most were carrying gaily 
wrapped souvenirs for family 
and friends. 
Eighteen 
hours 
after 
the 
crash, nearly 100 bodies were 
still missing. Although it ap­ 
peared almost certain no survi­ 
vors would be found, airline of­ 
ficials declined to say all were 
dead. 
Previously, the worst single­ 
plane air disaster was the crash 
of an Air France Boeing 707 at 
Orly Field, Paris, June 3, 1962 
when 130 persons died.

Nguyen Van Thieu, chief of 
state, and Air Vice Marshal 
Nguyen Cao Ky, the prime min­ 
ister. 
The Vietnamese official party 
of 28, including Mrs. Ky, will fly 
in an American presidential 
plane with UJS. Ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge and eight 
other military and civilian per­ 
sonnel of the American head­ 
quarters in Viet Nam.

The academy said Luna 9 was 
to complete “ the fulfillment of 
the set program for lunar re­ 
search” with a radio broadcast 
today beginning at 10 a.m .CST. 
The announcement did not indi­ 
cate what would happen

that. 
The Soviet military newspa­ 
per Red Star disclosed that the 
spacecraft had landed slightly 
off target after its 3V2-day flight 
but gave no further details. 
Luna 9*s radio began trans­ 
mitting photographs of the rock- 


strewn landscape after the un­ 
manned spacecraft made histo­ 
ry’s first soft landing on the 
moon Thursday night. 
The British observatory at 
Jodrell Bank intercepted the 
signals, fed them through a 
newspaper’s Wirephoto equip­ 
ment and converted the dots of 
light and shade into sharp pic­ 
tures that were then relayed to 
much of the world. 
Sir Bernard Lovell, Jodrell 
Bank director, said the pictures 
were “ quite sensational.” He 
indicated he was puzzled that 
Soviet officials released some 
information on them but did not 
publish 
the pictures 
them­ 
selves. 
“ I don’t know the reason for 
that,” he said, “ but it is slightly 
strange in that they have taken 
the trouble to announce the fre­ 
quency 
and 
transmitted on 
standard scanning lines.” 
Lovell said it was possible the 
Russians deliberately intended 
to have Jodrell Bank’s sensi­ 
tive, 250-foot-wide radio anten­ 
na pick up the photos. “ I doubt 
if the Russians are getting bet­ 
ter pictures,” he added. 
The huge, saucer-shaped ra­ 
dio telescope monitored three 
complete 
pictures 
in 
45 
minutes. 
The scientist said that 
the 
dust on the moon’s 
surfece 
seemed to be only a few inches 
thick in the area photographed.

LEFT 
VS RIGHT: SPURIOUS COMBATANTS 
In discussing vital questions of public policy, 
many Am ericans seem almost hypnotized by 
word formulas and labels which more often 
hide truth than reveal it. Take four common 
words used to describe opinion on public issues: 
The Left and the Right; liberal and conserva­ 
tive. 
Let’s take a close look at the common use 
of the “ Left and Right” in order to get at the 
truth which the m isuse of these words has 
concealed. According to this neat little formula, 
communism throughout the world stands on the 
Left, with socialism next to it, while fascism 
in all its form s (developed by Hitler, Mussolini, 
Peron of Argentia and Franco of Spain) stands 
on the Right. 
Almost everything about this formula is untrue. 
During the Twentieth Century, would-be tyrants 
of every variety have been telling the people 
of every country that they must give up their 
freedom to one group in order to avoid being 
taken over by another. This seem s to be the 
most successful trick in the whole history of 
propaganda. F a scists demand that people give 
up their freedom to them so as to escape a 
take 
over 
by 
the com m unists. (Both Hitler 
and Mussolini were voted into power in rea­ 
sonably free elections by making this demand.) 
Communists demand that people give up their 
freedom to them in order to escape a takeover 
by the Right (This is a constant refrain in 
communist propaganda today). Socialists, also 
claim ing to be on the Left, demand that the 
people give up their freedom to earn and own 
so as to save their freedom to speak and vote. 
It 
is 
easy to see the one common thread 
running through all these propaganda gimmicks: 
The people must give up their freedom. This 
is the hard reality which all the talk about the 
Left and Right as opposites is designed to hide. 
In 
saying that 
communism is on the Left 
and fascism 
is on the Right, one abandons 
rational meaning. It reduces Left and Right to 
m ere magic words which can mean anything 
the person using them wants them to convey. 
There is no basic difference between commu­ 
nism and fascism , as the people who voted for 
Mussolini 
and Hitler failed to see. In fact, 
there are too many sim ilarities to allow basic 
difference. Both give absolute power to govern­ 
ment; destroy freedom — root and branch; take 
wealth in vast quantities from those who have 
earned it; both are enem ies of peace and killers 
of hope. 
In reality, the one great choice is between 
socialism and freedom . Socialism is the single 
term that em braces the great system s of tyranny. 
Adolf Hitler called his fascism the “ German 
National Socialist Party.” The chief communist 
nation goes under the name of “ The Union of 
Soviet Socialist R epublics.” Peron in Argentina 
built his puwer on what has been called “ Demo­ 
cratic S ocialism .” He had the support of a 
majority of the voters at the polls, and had a 
great amount of support for many years after 
he w as deposed. He was freely voted into power 


by a deluded people willing to exchange free­ 
dom for socialism . 
Socialism puts government first, collectivized 
groups and so-called “ c la s s e s ” second, and the 
individual person last. Freedom rev erses that 
order, putting the individual first. It says that 
the best government is the one which governs 
least. Here is the real choice: In the long run 
either socialism or freedom will- win and the 
winner will decide the destiny of the human 
race. 
This is the central truth which the dispute 
about Left and Right disguises: Freedom is 
called Right in a country leaning toward social­ 
ism (as in Am erica today); freedom is called 
Left 
in 
a country ruled by the iron fist of 
fascism . So the labels mean nothing, but social­ 
ism and freedom are opposites and have mean­ 
ing for all. 
So when one a s s e s s e s a person’s political be­ 
liefs, one should not ask: “ Is he Left or Right?” 
He should ask instead: “ Is he actually working 
toward freedom or working toward socialism ?” 
Along this line of thinking, it should be rem em ­ 
bered that 
so much stress was put on the 
ugly racist theories and dreadful brutalities 
of the 
Hitler 
regim e that many Americans 
lost sight of the essentially socialist character 
of Nazi Germany. 
Had it not been for Hitler’s race prejudice 
and warmongering, he might well have become 
a hero to American socialists.. He believed 
absolutely in a planned economy; with the gov­ 
ernment deciding just what benefits every per­ 
son should receive. Price and wage controls 
were 
imposed 
and enforced with 
grim ef­ 
ficiency. All profits over six per cent were 
required by law to be invested in government 
l)onds--the value and interest rate of which 
were set by the government. Government spend­ 
ing w'as the biggest single factor in the German 
economy. Business was forced into a docile 
and subm issive state by the carrot-and-stick 
technique of granting or withholding govern­ 
ment contracts. 
This undiluted power was said to be justified 
on the grounds that it would prevent the spread 
of communism. This was blatant propaganda— 
the only su ccess socialism has known. 
F ascism , another form of socialism , made 
Italy the laughingstock of the world. Nazism 
in Germany, though more efficient, was such 
an affront to the conscience of mankind and 
posed 
such a deadly and obvious danger to 
free men everywhere that the German nation 
had to be smashed. 
Peron wrecked the Argentina economy, and 
communism 
in 
Russia 
still cannot feed its 
people after nearly 50 years in power. Now it 
begs us for the aid which we are foolish enough 
to give. 
Even the relatively mild socialism in England 
drives many of its best and most promising 
citizens out of that country, year after year. 
Under 
socialist 
rule, 
England 
has declined 
from a major to a second-rate power. 
In shining, unmistakable contrast, freedom pro­ 
duced the American way of life and standard of 
living which are now the envy of the world. 
After the war, freedom brought life, progress, 
and prosperity to West Germany--out of the 
ashes of despair. 
How can nations hesitate for even a moment 
in choosing between two such contenders? How 
is it that many have hesitated for so long? 
One reason: The propaganda su ccess of social­ 
ism in confusing the issue. Socialists and pro­ 
socialists must cause confusion, because once 
the issu es are made clear, freedom is certain 
to win. 
Every American can help to win the victory 
for freedom by helping to dispel the confusion 
in the minds of others. 
Left versus Right is a false issue. Socialism 
/ersus freedom is the real world issue.

FALLACY 
“ Right To Work laws violate the ‘majority 
rule’ 
principle. 
If a majority of em ployees 
vote to organize a union, it is undemocratic 
to prevent the union from entering into a col­ 
lective bargaining agreement which provides 
for union security.” 
FACTS 
A collective bargaining agreement which pro­ 
vides for “ union security” com pels all em ­ 
ployees to belong to the union as a condition 
of employment. There is nothing “ dem ocratic” 
about the tyranny of an unrestrained majority. 
Compulsory 
unionism 
is 
clearly a form of 
totalitarianism, in that it tramples the rights 
of the minority. 
The Individual citizen has rights which the 
governing 
majority 
may not transgress. He 
must abide by the will of the majority as ex­ 
pressed in a free public election. But he cannot 
be compelled to join the political party of the 
majority. Under the U. S. Constitution, only 
Public Government has the sovereign power to 
compel submission to rule, and its power is 
limited by the protection enjoyed by m inorities 
under the Bill of Rights. 
In talking about “ majority rule,” union spokes­ 
men erroneously assum e there is no difference 
between Public Government and private labor 
organizations, so far as power over the individual 
is concerned. Sovereign rights cannot be claimed 
by a labor union or any other private organi­ 
zation. If a minority of em ployees does not want 
to be unionized, no “ dem ocratic” principle will 
support action which compels that minority to 
join the union of a majority.

WASHINGTON -- Communist 
and non-aligned m em bers of the 
Security Council should have - 
thumbed through the pages of 
history before voting against 
U.N. consideration of the Viet 
Nam war. 
If so, they would have found 
a unique opportunity to put the 
United States on record on two 
points which this country has 
not accepted before. They are; 
1. Sitting down at the sam e 
conference table with Red China 
under the auspices of the United 
Nations. Hitherto we have had 
private sessions at Warsaw be­ 
tween tne Chinese and A m eri­ 
can am bassadors but only once * 
have we participated in an in­ 
ternational conference with the 
Red Chinese -- at Geneva in 
1954. President Johnson, how­ 
ever, was willing to meet with 
the Chinese at the U. N. which 
hitherto we have opposed. 
2. Putting the United States in 
the position of accepting com ­ 
pulsory 
arbitration, 
hitherto 
never accepted by the United 
States. 
The 
Communist and 
non- 
aligned nations voted against 
consideration of the Vietnamese 
war partly because they claim ed 
the United States came to the 
conference table with an olive 
branch in one hand and a tom b 
in 
the other; partly because 
the Russians didn’t want to get 
into a position where they would 
have 
to choose between the 
United States and Red China. 
Much more important for the 
long road to peace, however, 
was 
President Johnson’s r e ­ 
m arkable breaking of precedent 
by being willing to talk to Red 
China at the U.N. and willing 
to arb itrate. 
Here are some pages in my 
own notebook of history which 
illu strate what opportunities the 
U.N. delg;*tes are m issing: 
H istory Page 1 -- In 1928, as 
a young newspaperman, I went 
down to Havana with President 
Calvin coolidge, Secretary of 
State 
Frank 
B. Kellogg, and 
C harles Evans Hughes, form er 
se creta ry of state, then Chief 
Ju stice of the United S tates-- 
all three reasonably important 


Republicans. At Havana they 
negotiated an arbitration treaty 
pledging the United States to 
go to an international court to 
settle trouble between any Pan 
A m erican countries. 
When they got back to Wash­ 
ington, 
however, 
Republican 
sparks flew, and the U.S. Sen­ 
ate, then dominated by Repub­ 
licans, killed this Pan A m eri­ 
can arbitration treaty. 
H istory Page 2 -- In 1930, 
I accompanied 
Secretary of 
State Henry L. Stimson to Lon­ 
don for a naval conference at 
which he proposed a consulta­ 
tive pact. It was a very mild 
proposal, m erely pledging the 
United States to sit down and 
talk 
in case war threatened. 
T here was no obligation 
to 
arb itra te. 
Stimson was an elder sta te s­ 
man in the Republican party, 
with 
rout prestige 
But when 
his consultative pact proposal 
was made known in Washington, 
not only did the GOP president, 
Herl>ert Hoover, backtrack on 
him , but the idea was promptly 
killed by the U.S. Senate, still 
dominated by Republicans. 
History 
Page 3 -- In 1931, 
after the Japanese invaded Man­ 
churia, Secretary Stimson went 
to Geneva to try to persuade 
the League of Nations to step 
in and stop the Japanese w ar­ 
lords. The United States was 
not a memtier of the League, 
and Europe had deplored our 
refusal to join. 
But 
the 
French 
press 
scream ed to high heaven over 
Stim son’s arriv al, claim ing the 
United States was trying to in­ 
tervene in something that was 
not its business, just as the 
French argued at the U.N. in 
New York this week. War, of 
course, 
is everybody’s busi­ 
ness, and Stimson was trying 
to head off a dispute which 
la te r did develop into World 
W ar n. 
H istory Page 4 -- In 1946 I 
went to P aris to cover the e f­ 
fo rts 
of Secretary of 
State 
Jim m y Byrnes in trying to ne­ 
gotiate a peace treaty ending 
World War II. He got nowhere. 
The headlined trouble was the 


resistance of Soviet 
Russia. 
One 
un-headlined trouble was 
the unwillingness of the U.S.* 
Senate to agree on arbitration 
or even litigation t>efore the 
W orld Court. 


Sen. Wayne M orse of Oregon, 
then a Republican, introduced a 
resolution perm itting the World 
Court to arbitrate disputes af­ 
fecting 
the 
United 
States. 
B yrnes, a Democrat, supported 
M orse. But John F oster Dulles, 
then foreign adviser to Gov. 
Tom 
Dewey of New York, 
secretly worked with Repub­ 
lican senators to undercut the 
M orse Resolution. 


“ How can (Sen.) Vandenberg 
and Dulles complain about the 
R ussians having a veto power,” 
B yrnes exploded, “ when in the 
very next breath they refuse 
to join the World Court for fear 
the Court will rule against us?” 
History Page 5 -- Various a t­ 
tem pts have been made in the 
Senate to override the A m eri­ 
can veto over letting our d is­ 
putes be arbitrated by the World 
Court Sen. M orse, now a Demo- 
ca rt but still from Oregon, has 
worked up enough votes inside 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Com m ittee to override this veto 
but 
says Chairman Fulbright 
claim s the tim e is not ripe to 
te st a vote on the Senate floor. 
The real fact is that the United 
States has an extrem ely bad 
record in regard to a rb itra ­ 
tion. Not only have we never 
agreed to a general a rb itra ­ 
tion treaty, but when we did 
ag ree to arb itrate an isolated 
dispute regarding a sm all piece 
of land, Chamizal, in the Rio 
Grande River between Mexico 
and El Paso, Texas, we r e ­ 
fused to accept the verdict of 
the French arb itrato r when the 
decision went against us. 
So when 
President Johnson 
places the United States on re c ­ 
ord as willing to accept a rb itra ­ 
tion of the Viet Nam war under 
the auspices of the United Na­ 
tions, this is real history. It’s 
a history-m aking precedent the 
Com munist 
and 
non-aligned 
A fricans are very foolish to 
reject. 


Inside Story of Mike Quill’s 
Final Dance With Death 
New York: — Requiem for a 
fall Guy: 
At dinner the other night Am­ 
bassador A rthur Goldberg took 
a moment out of other tragedies 
to talk of Mike Quill. T ears in 
t h e 
A m bassador’s 
voice, 
wearied by a hundred burdens, 
matched 
mine, for I was not 
asham ed to weep. 
“ There a re so few of those 
fighers left,” said the Am bassa­ 
dor. “ I sorrow for Mike. I liked 
him . He fought for his people. . 
I’ll be at the funeral. W rite a 
final piece about him, Victor. 
You knew him and liked him , 
too.” 
This is that piece. And in its 
few words will be vignettes of 
the great upheaval which neith­ 
er the people nor their leaders, 
on to the President himself, 
know. 
Those close to him knew that 
Mike knew he was dying. Those 
close to 
him knew 
that 
he 
mocked death in private as he 
appeared to mock the people and 
the power structure in public. 
Those close to him knew that 
he waltzed death around, first 
to head off the strangling 
of 
the nation’s biggest city — and 
then to cut short the stoppage 
which turned New York into a 
lum bering, am bulatory giant, 
bleeding at the pockets to the 
tune of a billion dollars. 
Instead, he cut short his life. 
It is not a charity after 
his 
deatli to say that Mike Quill 
hated strikes, or that he called 
fewer walkouts than any other 
national labor leader. 
It is professionally accurate 
to report that Mike had a style 
and a strategy based on using 
the “ threat of one hell of a big 
strike” in order to effect 
a 
peaceful settlem ent. 
For three decades he suc­ 
ceeded in raising the devil with 
decibels but without lowering 
the lioom on the big city. Once 
or twice acro ss the land he 
failed in a city or two with his 
technique of carrying a big 
stick but speaking loudly. The 
reasons for those failures have 
grim forebodings for the entire 
nation. 
Mike was caught between 
a 
crushing wave of rank and file 
rebellion on one side and gov­ 
ernm ent on the other, who just 
don’t 
know where their next 
dollar is coming from unless 
they tax and tax. 
With politicians, the money 
does not come out of their pock­ 
et. It com es out of their reputa­ 
tion. 
Those close to the 
now in­ 
famous New York City transit 
pre • strike negotiations knew 
that a walkout could be headed 
off if the incoming 
Mayor, 
John Lindsay, would agree, in 
advance of taking office, to give 
the T ransport W orkers Union 
some $19 million more than it 
had 
won from the outgoing 
Mayor, Bob W agner, two years 
ago. 
Now in retrospect everybody 
is saying that giving the union 
$19 million 
more would have 
saved the city a billion dollar 
strike loss and the nation an­ 
other half a billion. So why was 
it not given? 
Because Mayor Lindsay w ould 
have been stoned in the m arket 
place during his first day in 
office. Because he would have

ended his political career the 
day it really began in City Hall 
— 
a 
long distance from the 
White House. 
Why did Mike insist on a m ini­ 
mum of $19 million more than 
the $33.6 million won in 1963? 
Because his rank and file would 
have struck 
if 
he did not de­ 
liver this tim e. Because there 
would have been wildcats and 
wild m elees. 
Because 
hundreds 
of key, 
skilled subway, bus and garage 
w orkers would have quit their 
jobs perm anently — and thus 
crippled the system for much 
longer than the disastrous 12 
days. 
It’s all in the arithm etic and 
the upward p ressu re of w ar­ 
tim e inflation and desperate 
need for skilled w orkers 
in 
thousands of plants across the 
nation. 
Typical of the little known 
details in the crisis was the 
fact that the highest average 
pay for skilled transit w orkers 
was but 87 cents an hour more 
than porters and cleaners and 
other unskilled 
w orkers and 
trackm en. 
The 
latter group 
average $2.59 an hour. 
Motormen 
who were “ pull­ 
ing** " 
only 
the nearby Hudson River tubes 
were making much more for 
running five-car trains.) 
The skilled men, some 15,000 
or 20,000, were ready to quit. 
Mike knew that the magic form u­ 
la of a $4 an hour wage would 
satisfy them . 
But what of the unskilled, if 
you got a raise for the skilled. 
The form er now are mostly 
Negro and Puerto Rican. They 
would not stand for being left 
behind. There would l>e a civil 
w ar. So both groups had to lie 
brought along. And 
the cost 
for just the T ransit Authority 
men would be $19 million addi­ 
tional. 
Mike knew he could not get 
such a package totaling $52 m il­ 
lion in increases unless 
he 
created a desperate c risis. Only 
by threatening to paralyze the 
city did he believe he would 
give Mayor Lindsay a chance, 
in effect, to say publicly: 
“ That madman has us by the 
throat. To save the city we had 
better make 
a pact now.” 
So Mike created crisis after 
c risis. He moved the strike 
date up to Dec. 15, deliberately, 
to show his irresponsibility. 
He scream ed. He tore up the 
anti-strike 
injunction 
papers 
and later told the judge to 
“ drop dead” to show the public 
what a desperado he really 
could be. 
Publicly he called 
Lindsay a pipsqueak but at the 
sam e tim e met privately and 
secretly with Lindsay’s closest 
advisor, the now deputy mayor, 
Bob P rice. 
It was all theatrics to push 
down the demands of his own 
unionists and give Lindsay a 
chance to come up with more 
money. 
He had hoped for only a token 
strike. It would have been, if not 
for his heart seizure. C ruelly, 
many charged he had faked it. 
It was, in fact, one of the few 
things he did not fake in Ids ef­ 
fort to prevent civil w ar, first 
inside his key union, and then 
between the angry rank and file 
and an im poverished city led by 
a new m avor.

LEFT VS RIGHT: SPURIOUS COMBATANTS 
In discussing vital questions of public policy, 
many Americans seem almost hypnotized by 
word formulas and labels which more often 
hide truth than reveal it. Take four common 
words used to describe opinion on public issues: 
The Left and the Right; liberal and conserva­ 
tive. 
Let’s take a close look at the common use 
of the “ Left and Right” in order to get at the 
truth which the misuse of these words has 
concealed. According to this neat little formula, 
communism throughout the world stands on the 
Left, with socialism next to it, while fascism 
in all its forms (developed by Hitler, Mussolini, 
Peron of Argentia and Franco of Spain) stands 
on the Right. 
Almost everything about this formula is untrue. 
During the Twentieth Century, would-be tyrants 
of every variety have been telling the people 
of every country that they must give up their 
freedom to one group in order to avoid being 
taken over by another. This seem s to be the 
most successful trick in the whole history of 
propaganda. Fascists demand that people give 
up their freedom to them so as to escape a 
take over by the communists. (Both Hitler 
and Mussolini were voted into power in rea­ 
sonably free elections by making this demand.) 
Communists demand that people give up their 
freedom to them in order to escape a takeover 
by the Right (This is a constant refrain in 
communist propaganda today). Socialists, also 
claiming to be on the Left, demand that the 
people give up their freedom to earn and own 
so as to save their freedom to speak and vote. 
It is easy to see the one common thread 
running through all these propaganda gimmicks; 
The people must give up their freedom. This 
is the hard reality which all the talk about the 
Left and Right as opposites is designed to hide. 
In saying that communism is on the Left 
and fascism is on the Right, one abandons 
rational gleaning. It reduces Left and Right to 
mere magic words which can mean anything 
the person using them wants them to convey. 
There is no basic difference between commu­ 
nism and fascism , as the people who voted for 
Mussolini and Hitler failed to see. In fact, 
there are too many sim ilarities to allow basic 
difference. Both give absolute power to govern­ 
ment; destroy freedom—root and branch; take 
wealth in vast quantities from those who have 
earned it; both are enemies of peace and killers 
of hope. 
In reality, the one great choice is between 
socialism and freedom. Socialism is the single 
term that embraces the great system s of tyranny. 
Adolf Hitler called his fascism the “German 
National Socialist Party.” The chief communist 
nation goes under the name of “ The Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics.” Peron in Argentina 
built his power on what has teen culled “ Demo­ 
cratic Socialism .” He had the support of a 
majority of the voters at the polls, and had a 
great amount of supjjort for many years after 
he was deposed, He was freely voted into power 


by a deluded people willing to exchange free­ 
dom for socialism . 
Socialism puts government first, collectivized 
groups and so-called “classes” second, and the 
individual person last. Freedom reverses that 
order, putting the individual first. It says that 
the best government is the one which governs 
least. Here is the real choice: In the long run 
either socialism or freedom will- win and the 
winner will decide the destiny of the human 
race. 
This is the central truth which the dispute 
about Left and Right disguises: Freedom is 
called Right in a country leaning toward social­ 
ism (as in America today); freedom is called 
Left in a country ruled by the iron fist of 
fascism . So the labels mean nothing, but social­ 
ism and freedom are opposites and have mean­ 
ing for all. 
So when one assesses a person’s political be­ 
liefs, one should not ask: “ Is he Left or Right?” 
He should ask instead: “ Is he actually working 
toward freedom or working toward socialism ?” 
Along this line of thinking, it should be remem­ 
bered that so much stress was put on the 
ugly racist theories and dreadful brutalities 
of the Hitler regime that many Americans 
lost sight of the essentially socialist character 
of Nazi Germany. 
Had it not been for Hitler’s race prejudice 
and warmongering, he might well have become 
a hero to American socialists.. He believed 
absolutely in a planned economy; with the gov­ 
ernment deciding just what benefits every per­ 
son should receive. Price and wage controls 
were imposed and enforced with grim ef­ 
ficiency. All profits over six per cent were 
required by law' to be invested in government 
ten d s--the value and interest rate of which 
were set by the government. Government spend­ 
ing was the biggest single factor in the German 
economy. Business was forced into a docile 
and submissive state by the carrot-and-stick 
technique of granting or withholding govern­ 
ment contracts. 
This undiluted power was said to be justified 
on the grounds that it would prevent the spread 
of communism. This was blatant propaganda— 
the only success socialism has known. 
Fascism, another form of socialism , made 
Italy the laughingstock of the world. Nazism 
in Germany, though more efficient, was such 
an affront to the conscience of mankind and 
posed such a deadly and obvious danger to 
free men everywhere that the German nation 
had to be smashed. 
Peron wrecked the Argentina economy, and 
communism in Russia still cannot feed its 
people after nearly 50 years in power. Now it 
begs us for the aid which we are foolish enough 
to give. 
Even the relatively mild socialism in England 
drives many of its test and most promising 
citizens out of that country, year after year. 
Under socialist rule, England has declined 
from a major to a second-rate pow’er. 
In shining, unmistakable contrast, freedom pro­ 
duced the American way of life and standard of 
living which are now the envy of the world. 
After the war, freedom brought life, progress, 
and prosperity to West Germany—out of the 
ashes of despair. 
How can nations hesitate for even a moment 
in choosing between two such contenders? How' 
is it that many have hesitated for so long? 
One reason: The propaganda success of social­ 
ism in confusing the issue. Socialists and pro­ 
socialists must cause confusion, tecause once 
the issues are made clear, freedom is certain 
to win. 
Every American can help to win the victory 
for freedom by helping to dispel the confusion 
in the minds of others. 
Left versus Right is a false issue. Socialism 
versus freedom is the real world issue.

FALLACY 
“ Right To Work laws violate the ‘majority 
rule* principle. 
If a majority of employees 
vote to organize a union, it is undemocratic 
to prevent the union from entering into a col­ 
lective bargaining agreement which provides 
for union security.” 
FACTS 
A collective bargaining agreement which pro­ 
vides for “union security” compels all em­ 
ployees to belong to the union as a condition 
of employment. There is nothing “democratic” 
about the tyranny of an unrestrained majority. 
Compulsory unionism is clearly a form of 
totalitarianism, in that it tramples the rights 
of the minority. 
The Individual citizen has rights which the 
governing majority may not transgress. He 
must abide by the will of the majority as ex­ 
pressed in a free public election. But he cannot 
be compelled to join the political party of the 
majority. Under the U. S. Constitution, only 
IHiblic Government has the sovereign power to 
compel submission to rule, and its power is 
limited by the protection enjoyed by minorities 
under the Bill of Rights. 
In talking about “ majority rule,” union spokes­ 
men erroneously assume there is no difference 
between Public Government and private labor 
organizations, sofar as power over the individual 
is concerned. Sovereign rights cannot be claimed 
by a later union or any other private organi­ 
zation. If a minority of employees does not want 
to be unionized, no “democratic” principle will 
support action which compels that minority to 
join the union of a majority.

WASHINGTON — Communist 
and non-aligned members of the 
Security Council should 
thuml>ed through the pages of 
history before voting against 
U.N. consideration of the Viet 
Nam war. 
If so, they would have found 
a unique opportunity to put the 
United States on record on two 
points which this country has 
not accepted before. They are: 
I. Sitting down at the same 
conference table with Red China 
under the auspices of the United 
Nations. Hitherto we have had 
private sessions at Warsaw be­ 
tween the Chinese and Ameri-

Here are some pages in my 
own notebook of history which 
illustrate what opportunities the 
U.N. delgates are missing: 
History Page I -- In 1928, as 
a young newspaperman, I went 
down to Havana with President 
Calvin coolidge, Secretary of 
State Frank B. Kellogg, and 
Charles Evans Hughes, former 
secretary of state, then Chief 
Justice of the United States— 
all three reasonably important 


United States to sit down and 
talk in case war threatened. 
There was no obligation 
to 
arbitrate. 
Stimson was an elder states­ 
man in the Rejiublican party, 
with great prestige But when 
his consultative pact proposal 
was made known in Washington, 
not only ‘lid the GOP president, 
Herliert Hoover, backtrack on 
him, but the idea was promptly 
killed by the U.S. Senate, still 
dominated by Republicans. 
Histor\ Page 3 — In 1931, 
after the Japanese invaded Man­ 
churia, Secretary Stimson went 
to Geneva to try to persuade 
the League of Nations to step 
in and stop the Japanese war­ 
lords. The United States was 
not a member of the League, 
and Europe had deplored our 
refusal to join. 
But 
the 
French 
press 
screamed to high heaven over 
Stimson’s arrival, claiming the 
United States was trying to in­ 
tervene in something that was 
not its business, just as the 
French argued at the U.N, in 
New York this week. War, of 
course, is everybody's busi­ 
ness, and Stimson was trying 
to head off a dispute which 
later did develop into World 
War II. 
History Page 4 — In 1946 I 
went to Paris to cover the ef­ 
forts 
of Secretary of State 
Jimmy Byrnes in trying to ne­ 
gotiate a peace treaty ending 
World War II. He got nowhere. 
The headlined trouble was the 


resistance of Soviet 
Russia. 
One 
un-headlined trouble was 
the unwillingness of the U.S.'- 
Senate to agree on arbitration 
or even litigation tiefore the 
World Court. 
Sen. Wayne Morse of Oregon, 
then a Republican, introduced a 
resolution permitting the World 
Court to arbitrate disputes af­ 
fecting 
the 
United 
States. 
Byrnes, a Democrat, supported 
Morse. But John Foster Dulles, 
then foreign adviser to Gov. 
Tom 
Dewey of New York, 
secretly worked with Repub­ 
lican senators to undercut the 
Morse Resolution. 


"How can (Sen.) Vandenberg 
and Dulles complain about the 
Russians having a veto power," 
Byrnes exploded, "when in the 
very next breath they refuse 
to join the World Court for fear 
the C ourt will rule against us?" 
History Page 5 — Various at­ 
tempts have been made In the 
Senate to override the Ameri­ 
can veto over letting our dis­ 
putes lie arbitrated by the World 
Court. Sen. Morse, now a Demo- 
cart but still from Oregon, has 
worked up enough votes inside 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee to override this veto 
but says Chairman Fulbright 
claims the time is not ripe to 
test a vote on the Senate floor. 
The real fact is that the United 
States has an extremely bad 
record in regard to arbitra­ 
tion. Not only have we never 
agreed to a general arbitra­ 
tion treaty, but when we did 
agree to arbitrate an isolated 
dispute regarding a small piece 
of land, Chamizal, in the Rio 
Grande River between Mexico 
and El Paso, Texas, we re­ 
fused to acc ept the verdict of 
the French arbitrator when the 
decision went against us, 
So when President Johnson 
places the United states on rec­ 
ord as willing to accept arbitra­ 
tion of the Viet Nam war under 
the auspices of the United Na­ 
tions, this is real history. It's 
a history-making precedent the 
Communist 
and 
non-aligned 
Africans are very foolish to 
reject. 


Inside Story of Mike Quill's 
Final Dance With Death 
New York: — Requiem for a 
fall Guy: 
At dinner the other night Am­ 
bassador Arthur Goldberg took 
a moment out of other tragedies 
to talk of Mike Quill. Tears in 
t h e 
Ambassador’s 
voice, 
wearied by a hundred burdens, 
matched 
mine, for I was not 
ashamed to weep. 
"There are so few of those 
flghers left,’’ said the Ambassa­ 
dor. "I sorrow for Mike.Hiked 
him. He fought for his people. . 
I’ll be at the funeral. Write a 
final piece about him, Victor. 
You knew him and liked him, 
too.’’ 
This is that piece. And in its 
few words will be vignettes of 
the great upheaval which neith­ 
er the people nor their leaders, 
on to the President himself, 
know. 
Those close to him knew that 
Mike knew he was dying. Those 
close to 
him knew 
that 
he 
mocked death in private as he 
appeared to mock the people and 
the power structure in public. 
Those close to him knew that 
he waltzed death around, first 
to head off the strangling 
of 
the nation’s biggest city - and 
then to cut short the stoppage 
which turned New York into a 
lumbering, ambulatory giant, 
bleeding at the pockets to the 
tune of a billion dollars. 
Instead, he cut short his life. 
It is not a charity after 
his 
death to say that Mike Quill 
hated strikes, or that he called 
fewer walkouts than any other 
national labor leader, 
It is professionally accurate 
to report that Mike had a style 
and a strategy based on using 
the "threat of one hell of a big 
strike*’ in order to effect 
a 
peaceful settlement. 
For three decades he suc­ 
ceeded in raising the devil with 
decitiels but without lowering 
the Iwoni on the big city. Once 
or twice across the land he 
failed in a city or two with his 
technique of carrying a big 
stick lait speaking loudly. "Hie 
reasons for those failures lave 
grim forebodings for the entire 
nation. 
Mike was caught between 
a 
crushing wave of rank and file 
rebellion on one side and gov­ 
ernment on the other, who just 
don’t 
know where their next 
dollar is coming from unless 
they tax and tax. 
With politicians, the money 
does not come out of their pock­ 
et. It comes out of their reputa­ 
tion.

Mayor, 
John Lindsay, would agree, in

Now in retrospect everybody 
is saying that giving the union 
$19 million 
more would have 
saved the city a billion dollar 
strike loss and the nation an- 
other half a billion. So wh> was 
it not given? 
Because Mayor Lindsay would 
have l>een stoned in the market 
place during his first day in 
office. Because he would lave 


ended his political career the 
day it really began in City Hall 
•• a 
long distance from the 
White House. 
Why did Mike insist on a mini­ 
mum of $19 million more than 
the $33.6 million won in 1963? 
Because his rank and file would 
have struck 
if he did not de­ 
liver this time. Because there 
would have been wildcats and 
wild melees. 
Because 
hundreds of key, 
skilled subway, bus and garage 
workers would have quit their 
jobs permanently — and thus 
crippled the system for much 
longer than the disastrous 12 
days. 
It’s all in the arithmetic and 
the upward pressure of war­ 
time inflation and desperate 
need for skilled workers 
in 
thousands of plants across the 
nation. 
Typical of the little known 
details in the crisis was the 
fact that the highest average 
pay for skilled transit workers 
was but 87 cents an hour more 
than porters and cleaners and 
other unskilled 
workers and 
trackmen. 
The latter group 
average $2.59 an hour. 
Motormen 
who were "pull­ 
ing** 11-car trains were earning 
only $3.46 (while motormen in 
the nearby Hudson River tubes 
were making much more for 
running five-car trains.) 
The skilled men, some 15,000 
or 20,000, were ready to quit. 
Mike knew that the magic formu­ 
la of a $4 an hour wage would 
satisfy them. 
But what of the unskilled, if 
you got a raise for the skilled. 
The former now are mostly 
Negro and Puerto Rican. TTiey 
would not stand for tieing left 
behind. There would lie a civil 
war. So both groups had to be 
brought along. And 
the cost 
for just the Transit Authority 
men would be $19 million addi­ 
tional. 
Mike knew he could not get 
such a package totaling $52 mil­ 
lion in increases unless 
he 
created a desperate crisis. Only 
by threatening to paralyze the 
city did he t>elieve he would 
give Mayor Lindsay a chance, 
in effect, to say publicly: 
"That madman has us by the 
throat. To save the city we tad 
better make 
a pact now.” 
So Mike created crisis after 
crisis. He moved the strike 
date up to Dec, 15,deliberately, 
to show tits irresponsibility. 
He screamed. He tore up the 
anti-strike 
injunction 
papers 
and later told the judge to 
"drop dead*' to showtheputdic 
what a desperado he really 
could be. Publicly he called 
Lindsay a pipsqueak but at the 
same time met privately and 
secretly with Lindsay’s closest 
advisor, the now deputy mayor, 
Bob Price, 
It was all theatrics to push 
down the demands of his own 
unionists and give Lindsay a 
chance to come up with more 
money. 
He had hoped for only a token 
strike. It would lave been, if not 
for his heart seizure. Cruelly, 
many charged he had faked it. 
It was, in fact, one of the few 
things he did not fake in his ef­ 
fort to prevent civil war, first 
inside his key union, and then 
between the angry rank and file 
and an impoverished city led by 
a new mavor.

Boothel Beat 
Welfare Offices Aid 
In Child Adoptions 


By MAX STURM 
HAYTI—A great humanitarian 
program of the county welfare 
offices in the Bootheel and all 
over the state involves handling 
of adoptions. 
This fine work receives little 
public attention but it moves 
right along year after year 
placing unwanted or otherwise 
parentless infants and children 
with couples who do want them. 
How this phase of the child 
welfare service of the county 
welfare offices proceeds was 
described by Mrs. Lucy Wal­ 
ters and Mrs. Mary Haskins, 
child welfare workers of the 
Pemiscot County w-elfare of­ 
fice at Caruthersville in a pro­ 
gram at a meeting of the Lions 
club. 
The adoption program is “ the 
life blood of 
child welfare 
work,” they stated. “ We don't 
hunt children for parents—we 
find parents for children. You'll 
• never know the joy of working 
'with couples for adoptions." 
They 
disclosed that, oddly 
enough, many couples who would 
like to adopt a child never 
think of going to the county wel­ 
fare office. They explained that 
in Missouri couples may go 
through lawyers, 
doctors or 
the mothers to adopt a child, 
described as arranging a pri­ 
vate adoption. They pointed out, 
however, that the odds that such 
private adoptions will succeed 
are 54 to 46. In other words, 
46 per cent of the private adop­ 
tions wind up as unsuccessful. 
On the other hand, however, 
according to Mrs. Walters and 
Mrs. 
Haskins, 
adoptions 
handled through agencies, such 
as the child welfare service 
jare virtually 100 per cent suc­ 
cessful. 
j Why the agencies can claim 
isuch 
a better record was 
ascribed by the two workers to 
strict procedure they follow in 
placing children with new par­ 
ents. 
■1 1. The service does not hunt 
children for adoptive parents— 
it finds parents for children. 
2. Not every couple who ap­ 
plies will receive a child. The 
experience has been that six 
out of 10 couples cannot be ap­ 
proved, for one reason or anoth­ 
er. New couples who apply are 
told this at the start. 
3. After a couple applies, from 
three to nine months is con­ 
sumed in interviews and in­ 
vestigations, 
involving 
the 
“ prying” into of the most pri­ 
vate phases of the couple’s life. 
4. Couples must thoroughly 
understand the problems they 
would face in taking an “ il­ 
legitimate child,” or a child 
from 
“ illegitimate 
parents” 
into their home, and their candid 
expressions or viewpoints on 
this matter has considerable to 
do with whether they will have 
a child placed with them. 
5. Some couples would make 
good natural parents but not 
adoptive. 
6. There must be a thorough 
physical examination of both 
prospective 
adoptive parents 
and their financial resources 
must be adequate to support a 
child. 


7. While it is not entirely 
necessary, both adoptive par­ 
ents should be of the same 
religion. (Some couples are re­ 
jected because they have no 
interest in religion at all.) 
8. Applicants must be willing 
to 
have searching 
inquiries 
made into how their marriage 
has l>oen, in interviews in both 
the welfare office and their 
home. 
9. Being accepted and receiv­ 
ing a child for adoption through 
the Welfare Service isn’t the 
last step. The adoptive par­ 
ents must next go through a 
probationary period lasting nine 
months during which the child 
can be taken from them. 
The 
adoption 
service, 
the 
workers stated, works from the 
basis that “ it is better to be 
wrong in rejecting an applying 
couple than wrong in placing a 
child.” 
Because of this very thorough 
research, many couples change 
their minds about going through 
with an adoption, during the 
process, they said. 
Additional adoption sidelights; 
The Child Welfare Service fol­ 
lows 
a practice of 
placing 
adopted children in homes in 
counties other than the counties 
of their birth. . .Adopted chil­ 
dren should be told that they 
are adopted as soon as they 
are old enough to understand 
. . .The 50 states of the Union 
have 50 different sets of adop­ 
tion laws. 


IN HAYTI Wednesday morn­ 
ing the North High School had 
a difficult time getting started 
because some joker had tele­ 
phoned radio station KCRV at 
Caruthersville early that morn­ 
ing and had an announcement 
placed on the air that the school 
would not be in session all day 
Wednesday due to trouble with 
the central heating furnace. 
The school, along with others 
in Pemiscot county, had been 
dismissed all day Tuesday due 
to the icy conditions of roads 
and streets, making it unsafe 
for bus and automobile travel. 
Thus, many radio sets were 
tuned to KCRV on Wednesday 
morning to find out if the school 
would operate that day or stay 
closed another day because of 
the weather. In the meantime, 
however, 
tem peratures 
had 
moderated considerable since 
Tuesday resulting in road con­ 
ditions clearing up. 
When. Supt. Sam Wallace and 
Principal Dalton Rogers tele­ 
phoned the radio station to in­ 
form the staff that they had been 
victimized by a prankster and 
they would like to have a new 
announcement made that the 
school would open and function 
as usual on Wednesday, they had 
a difficult time making the sta- 
tion’s secretary believe them. 
“ They seemed to be more in­ 
clined to believe the prankster 
than the real school author­ 
ities,” Rogers said. Anyway, 
the correct announcement went 
on the air but it failed to 
be 
heard by every student or their 
parents. 
“ They straggled in all morn­ 
ing,” Rogers said, and much of 


that as the result of telephone 
calls to the students or their 
parents by the principal's of­ 
fice. 
This isn't the first time a 
radio 
station has been vic­ 
timized in broadcasting a false 
public service announcement, 
and it won't be the last. They 
are more open to it with dial 
telephones in which 
callers 
cannot be traced. Where this 
has happened safeguards to pre­ 
vent it from being repeated have 
been taken. 
One way is for the radio sta­ 
tion to use a code name or 
number known only by school 
administrators 
or personnel 
who have the authority to state 
whether school will operate. 
Tliis secret code name or num­ 
ber is changed frequently by the 
cooperating 
radio 
station to 
maintain its secrecy as much as 
possible. Other stations use an 
unlisted 
telephone 
number 
especially for this type of pub­ 
lic service, the number being 
known only to school author­ 
ities. Without these two safe­ 
guards, some stations follow a 
practice of calling back per- 
son-to-person school person­ 
nel to verify such announce­ 
ments before placing them on 
the air, but this is cumbersome 
and costly in long distance tele­ 
phone tolls. 
KCRV and the other radio sta­ 
tions in the Bootheel do an 
excellent job in public service 
for their areas, and some of 
them may already have safe­ 
guards 
arranged tc prevent 
false announcements of vital 
interest to hundreds of people 
from getting on the air. Any 
that don’t have such a system 
might consider the lesson from 
this Hayti occurrence.

BLOOMFIELD - For the bene­ 
fit of farm ers and other inter­ 
ested persons who were not in 
attendance 
at the Stoddard 
County Soils and Crops 
Con­ 
ference held in Bloomfield re ­ 
cently, I would like to give you 
a brief resume of the day’s 
programs. 
The program began with a talk 
on “ The 
Soybean Situation in 
Stoddard County” 
by 
John 
Yount, 
Extension Balanced 
Farming Agent. 
He presented 
figures which showed that the 
average yield produced in the 
county during 
the 
ten 
year 
period, 
1953-62, 
was 22.5 
bushels per acre. He outlined 
cost -of - production 
figures 
which showed that when beans 
are sold for $2.35 per bushel 
as they were at harvest time 
last year, a 
farm er could 
expect to make a profit 
of 
$14.00 per acre on beans yield­ 
ing 30 bushels 
per acre and 
only $1.51 per acre on 
beans 
yielding 23.5 bushels per acre, 
the average 
county yield pro­ 
duced during the five year per­ 
iod 1958-1962. 
He stated that one half of the 
cropland acreage in the county 
is devoted to the production of 
soybeans. Yet, in spite of im­ 
proved varieties, better weed 
control chemicals, more tech­ 
nology, 
and better equipment, 
soybean yields have not 
in­ 
creased as fast as yields ol 
other crops. 
Melvin Lane 
from Friscc 
gave a report of 
their ex­ 
periences with the soybean cyst 
nematode. He reported that the 
nematode damaged beans 
so 
severely on about 30 acres in 
one field that they destroyed the 
crop and levelled the field to 
grade last year. 
He stated 
that they had learned from ex­ 
perience 
that rotating an in­ 
fested field out of soybeans only 
one year is not enough to give 
control and reported that they 
plan to rotate beans with corn, 
cotton, and wheat to keep fields 
out of soybeans for at least two 
years in an effort to control this 
pest. 
Herb Morgan, Representative 
of the Plant Pest Congrol Of­ 
fices at Sikeston, reported that 
the cyst nematode damaged an 
estim ated one million acres of 
beans in several counties in this 
area 
and cost farm ers in this 
area over $2 million last year. 
He reported 
that the quar­ 
a n tin e 
area 
had 
been ex­ 
tended 
to include all of Stod­ 
dard county,. Concerning ma­ 
chinery, he stated that combines 
must be fumigated before being 
moved 
from 
the quarrantlne 
area and 
that other items of 
equipment must be cleaned and 
inspected 
and certified 
by 
plant pest control 
authorities 
for removal 
from 
the quar- 
rantine area, 
he said, but he 
urged farm ers to clean equip­ 
ment before moving it from one 
field to another to prevent the 
spread of nematode. Seed should 
also be inspected and certified 
for 
removal 
from the quar- 
rantine area, he said. 
F. L. Robinson from Dexter 
reported 
that irrigated beans 
produced 32 bushels per acre 
compared 
to a 10 bushel yield 
produced 
by 
non-irrigated 


beans 
on his farm for a 
22 
bushel 
per 
acre increase in 
yield. 
Figures presented 
by 
Mr. Robinson showed that when 
all costs 
of irrigation were 
considered, he realized 
a net 
profit of $31.40 per acre over 
costs of irrigation. 
In the 
absence of Joe Hul- 
shof who could not be present, 
John Yount reported 
that Mr. 
Hulshof had Increased his soy­ 
bean yields from 25 to 35 bu­ 
shels per acre over a three to 
four year period by the proper 
use of fertilizer and lime. 
John Garrett, Area Soils agent 
from the University of Missouri 
Delta Center at Portageville, 
reported that research 
has 
shown that it pays to fertilize 
soybeans when a soil test shows 
the phosphate level to 
be 100 
pounds per acre or less and the 
potash level to 150 lbs. per 
acre or less. He summarized 
figures of a survey 
of all 
soil samples tested from Stod­ 
dard county farm s over a two- 
year period which showed that 
68 per cent of the soils in the 
county need lime, 38 percent 
need potash, 
and 34 per cent 
need 
phosphate for soybean 
production. 
Ed Constien, Extension Agri­ 
cultural Engineer from the Uni­ 
versity 
of 
Missouri 
at 
Columbia, discussed “ Recom­ 
mended Soybean 
Harvesting 
and Marketing Practices” . He 
urged farm ers to have the com­ 
bine in good shape and ready to 
go when beans get ready to com­ 
bine. He recommended 
that 
beans 
be harvested when the 
moisture 
content 
reaches 13 
per cent or a little above 
to 
prevent shattering 
and split­ 
ting. 
He stated that 
loss 
of four beans per square foot 
means a loss of one bushel per 
acre and suggested that farm ­ 
e rs check the number of scat­ 
tered 
beans behind the com­ 
bine as a guide to combine 
operation. He showed the im ­ 
portance of keeping the com­ 
bine head low so as to keep 
the cycle 
below the beans. It 
was pointed out that raising the 
cycle one inch would result in 
a loss of 1 1/4 
bushel 
per 
acre. 
He recommended 
that 
the combine reel be 10 to 12 
inches ahead of the cycle which 
can be estimated by looking. 
He further 
recommended that 
the conclave clearance be set 
at about three-eighth inch and 
that the cylinder 
speed be 
varied 
according to the mois­ 
ture content of the beans. He 
reported 
that there was a 
spread of 
45 cents per bushel 
between the low point and the 
peak of bean prices last year 
which made it profitable to 
store beans. 
In this connec­ 
tion, 
he 
stated that farm ers 
who 
stored beans had helped 
to hold bean prices up by hold­ 
ing beans off the market, 
joe Scott, 
Extension 
Field 
Crops Specialist from the Del­ 
ta Center at Portageville, gave 
a report on soybean variety 
te sts conducted at Portageville 
last year. 
He reported 
that 
Pickett, a new variety which is 
resistant to the soybean cyst 
nematode, 
is being 
released 
to certified 
seed producers 
for planting this year. Pickett 
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was bred from the Lee variety, 
and although it will not match 
yields with Lee on soils which 
are not infested with the cyst 
nematode, it will out-yield Lee 
by far on cyst nematode 
in­ 
fested soils. He reported that 
a Scott strain of beans which 
is resistant to cyst nematode is 
expected to 
be released 
to 
certified 
seed 
growers 
for planting in 1967. 
He also 
reported 
that a new variety 
known as Dare 
was being 
released 
to certified 
seed 
producers 
for planting 
this 
year. Dare, a midseason var­ 
iety, 
is one of 
the biggest 
yielding varieties being tested 
at Portageville, he said. 


Mr. Scott also outlined recom ­ 
mendations of the College of 
Agriculture 
pertaining 
to 
chemical weed control in soy­ 
beans. For pre-emergence ap­ 
plications 
he recommended 
Trifluralin (Treflan) 
incor­ 
porated 
in the soil, Amiben, 
Sodium PCP, 
Randex, 
anc 
Ramrod provided it is cleared 
for use on soybeans 
before 
planting season. 
For post­ 
emergence 
applications 
he 
reported 
that only 4-2, 4, DB 
was recommended.

Boolhel Beat 
Welfare Offices Aid 
fin Child Adoptions 


By MAX STURM 
I HAYTI—A great humanitarian 
program of the county welfare 
offices in the Bootheel and all 
over the state involves handling 
of adoptions. 
This fine work receives little 
public attention but it moves 
right along year after year 
placing unwanted or otherwise 
parentless infants and children 
with couples who do want them. 
, How this phase of the child 
welfare service of the county 
welfare offices proceeds was 
described by Mrs. Lucy Wal­ 
ters and Mrs. Mary Haskins, 
child welfare workers of the 
Pemiscot County welfare of­ 
fice at Caruthersville in a pro­ 
gram at a meeting of the Lions 
club. 
The adoption program is “ the 
life blood of 
child welfare 
work,'* they stated. “ We don't 
hunt children for parents—we 
find parents for children. You'll 
never know the joy of working 
with couples for adoptions." 
They 
disclosed that, oddly 
enough, many couples who would 
: like to adopt a child never 
think of going to the county wel­ 
fare office. They explained that 
I in Missouri couples may go 
through lawyers, doctors or 
the mothers to adopt a child, 
described as arranging a pri­ 
vate adoption. They pointed out, 
however, that the odds that such 
private adoptions will succeed 
are 54 to 46. In other words, 
46 per cent of the private adop­ 
tions wind up as unsuccessful. 
On the other hand, however, 
according to Mrs. Walters and 
Mrs. 
Haskins, 
adoptions 
handled through agencies, such 
las the child welfare service 
are virtually IOO per cent suc­ 
cessful. 
Why the agencies can claim 
such 
a better record was 
ascribed by the two workers to 
strict procedure they follow in 
placing children with new par­ 
ents. 
' I. The service does not hunt 
children for adoptive parents— 
it finds parents for children. 
2. Not every couple who ap­ 
plies will receive a child. The 
experience has been that six 
out of IO couples cannot be ap­ 
proved, for one reason or anoth­ 
er. New couples who apply are 
told this at the start. 
3. After a couple applies, from 
three to nine months is con­ 
sumed in Interviews and in­ 
vestigations, 
involving 
the 
“ prying" into of the most pri­ 
vate phases of the couple's life. 
4. Couples must thoroughly 
understand the problems they 
would face in taking an “ il­ 
legitimate child," or a child 
from 
“illegitimate parents” 
into their home, and their candid 
expressions or viewpoints on 
this matter has considerable to 
do with whether they will have 
a child placed with them. 
5. Some couples would make 
good natural parents but not 
adoptive. 
6. There must be a thorough 
physical examination of both 
prospective 
adoptive parents 
and their financial resources 
must be adequate to support a 
child. 


7. While it is not entirely 
necessary, both adoptive par­ 
ents should be of the same 
religion. (Some couples are re­ 
jected because they have no 
interest in religion at all.) 
8. Applicants must be willing 
to 
have searching 
inquiries 
made into how their marriage 
has been, in Interviews in both 
the welfare office and their 
home. 
9. Being accepted and receiv­ 
ing a child for adoption through 
the Welfare Service isn’t the 
last step. The adoptive par­ 
ents must next go through a 
probationary period lasting nine 
months during which the child 
can be taken from them. 
The 
adoption service, the 
workers stated, works from the 
basis that “ it is better to be 
wrong in rejecting an applying 
couple than wrong in placing a 
child." 
Because of this very thorough 
research, many couples change 
their minds about going through 
with an adoption, during the 
process, they said. 
Additional adoption sidelights: 
The Child Welfare Service fol­ 
lows 
a practice of 
placing 
adopted children in homes in 
counties other than the counties 
of their birth. . .Adopted chil­ 
dren should be told that they 
are adopted as soon as they 
are old enough to understand 
. . .The 50 states of the Union 
have 50 different sets of adop­ 
tion laws. 


IN HAYTI Wednesday morn­ 
ing the North High School had 
a difficult time getting started 
because some joker had tele­ 
phoned radio station KCRV at 
Caruthersville early that morn­ 
ing and had an announcement 
placed on the air that the school 
would not be in session all day 
Wednesday due to trouble with 
the central heating furnace. 
The school, along with others 
in Pemiscot county, had been 
dismissed all day Tuesday due 
to the icy conditions of roads 
and streets, making it unsafe 
for bus and automobile travel. 
Thus 
many radio sets were 
tuned to KCRV on Wednesday 
morning to find out if the school 
would operate that day or stay 
closed another day because of 
the weather. In the meantime, 
however, 
temperatures 
had 
moderated considerable since 
Tuesday resulting in road con­ 
ditions clearing up. 
When. Supt. Sam Wallace and 
Principal Dalton Rogers tele­ 
phoned the radio station to in­ 
form the staff that they had been 
victimized by a prankster and 
they would like to have a new 
announcement made that the 
school would open and function 
as usual on Wednesday, they had 
a difficult time making the sta­ 
tion's secretary believe them. 
“ They seemed to be more in­ 
clined to believe the prankster 
than the real school author­ 
ities,” Rogers said. Anyway, 
the correct announcement went 
on the air but it failed to be 
heard by every student or their 
parents. 
“ They straggled in all morn­ 
ing," Rogers said, and much of 


that as the result of telephone 
calls to the students or their 
parents by the principal's of­ 
fice. 
This isn't the first time a 
radio 
station has been vic­ 
timized in broadcasting a false 
public service announcement, 
and it won't b^ the last. They 
are more open to it with dial 
telephones in which 
callers 
cannot be traced. Where this 
has happened safeguards to pre­ 
vent it from being repeated have 
been taken. 
One way is for the radio sta­ 
tion to use a code name or 
number known only by school 
administrators 
or personnel 
who have the authority to state 
whether school will operate. 
This secret code name or num­ 
ber is changed frequently by the 
cooperating radio station to 
maintain its secrecy as much as 
possible. Other stations use an 
unlisted 
telephone 
number 
especially for this type of pub­ 
lic service, the number being 
known only to school author­ 
ities. Without these two safe­ 
guards, some stations follow a 
practice of calling back per- 
son-to-person school person­ 
nel to verify such announce­ 
ments before placing them on 
the air, but this is cumbersome 
and costly in long distance tele­ 
phone tolls. 
KCRV and the other radio sta­ 
tions in the Bootheel do an 
excellent job in public service 
for their areas, and some of 
them may already have safe­ 
guards 
arranged to prevent 
false announcements of vital 
interest to hundreds of people 
from getting on the air. Any 
that don't have such a system 
might consider the lesson from 
this Hayti occurrence.

BLOOMFIELD - For the bene­ 
fit of farmers and other inter­ 
ested persons who were not in 
attendance 
at the Stoddard 
County Soils and Crops 
Con­ 
ference held in Bloomfield re ­ 
cently, I would like to give you 
a brief resume of the day’s 
programs. 
The program began with a talk 
on “ The Soybean Situation in 
Stoddard County" 
by 
John 
Yount, 
Extension Balanced 
Farming Agent. He presented 
figures which showed that the 
average yield produced in the 
county during 
the ten 
year 
period, 
1953-62, 
was 
22.5 
bushels per acre. He outlined 
cost -of - production figures 
which showed that when beans 
are sold for $2.35 per bushel 
as they were at harvest time 
last year, a 
farmer could 
expect to make a profit 
of 
$14.00 per acre on beans yield­ 
ing 30 bushels per acre and 
only $1.51 per acre on beans 
yielding 23.5 bushels per acre, 
the average county yield pro­ 
duced during the five year per­ 
iod 1958-1962. 
He stated that one half of the 
cropland acreage in the county 
is devoted to the production of 
soybeans. Yet, in spite of im­ 
proved varieties, better weed 
control chemicals, more tech­ 
nology, 
and better equipment, 
soybean yields have not 
in­ 
creased as fast as yields of 
other crops. 
Melvin Lane 
from Frisco 
gave a report of 
their ex­ 
periences with the soybean cyst 
nematode. He reported that the 
nematode damaged beans 
so 
severely on about 30 acres in 
one field that they destroyed the 
crop and levelled the field to 
grade last year. 
He stated 
that they had learned from ex­ 
perience 
that rotating an in­ 
fested field out of soybeans only 
one year is not enough to give 
control and reported that they 
plan to rotate beans with corn, 
cotton, and wheat to keep fields 
out of soybeans for at least two 
years in an effort to control this 
pest. 
Herb Morgan, Representative 
of the Plant Pest Congrol Of­ 
fices at Sikeston, reported that 
the cyst nematode damaged an 
estimated one million acres of 
beans in sever a1 counties in th is 
area and cost farmers in this 
area over $2 million last year. 
He reported 
that the quar­ 
an tin e 
area had been ex­ 
tended to include all of Stod­ 
dard county,. Concerning ma­ 
chinery, he stated that combines 
must be fumigated before being 
moved 
from the quarantine 
area and that other items of 
equipment must be cleaned and 
inspected 
and certified 
by 
plant pest control authorities 
for removal from the quar­ 
an tin e area, he said, but he 
urged farmers to clean equip­ 
ment before moving it from one 
field to another to prevent the 
spread of nematode. Seed should 
also be inspected and certified 
for 
removal from the quar- 
r an tine area, he said. 
F. L. Robinson from Dexter 
reported that irrigated beans 
produced 32 bushels per acre 
compared to a IO bushel yield 
produced 
by 
non-lrrlgated 


beans 
on his farm for a 
22 
bushel 
per acre increase in 
yield. 
Figures presented 
by 
Mr. Robinson showed that when 
all costs 
of irrigation were 
considered, he realized 
a net 
profit of $31.40 per acre over 
costs of irrigation. 
In the absence of Joe Hul- 
£hof who could not be present, 
John Yount reported 
that Mr. 
Hulshof had increased his soy­ 
bean yields from 25 to 35 bu­ 
shels per acre over a three to 
four year period by the proper 
use of fertilizer and lime. 
John Garrett, Area Soils agent 
from the University of Missouri 
Delta Center at Portageville, 
reported that research 
has 
shown that it pays to fertilize 
soybeans when a soil test shows 
the phosphate level to be IOO 
pounds per acre or less and the 
potash level to 150 lbs. per 
acre or less. He summarized 
figures of a survey 
of all 
soil samples tested from Stod­ 
dard county farms over a two- 
year period which showed that 
68 per cent of the soils in the 
county need lime, 38 percent 
need potash, and 34 per cent 
need 
phosphate for soybean 
production. 
Ed Constien, Extension Agri­ 
cultural Engineer from the Uni­ 
versity 
of 
Missouri 
at 
Columbia, discussed “ Recom­ 
mended Soybean 
Harvesting 
and Marketing Practices*’. He 
urged farmers to have the com­ 
bine in good shape and ready to 
go when beans get ready to com­ 
bine. He recommended 
that 
beans be harvested when the 
moisture 
content 
reaches 13 
per cent or a little above to 
prevent shattering and split­ 
ting. 
He stated that 
loss 
of four beans per square foot 
means a loss of one bushel per 
acre and suggested that farm­ 
e rs check the number of scat­ 
tered 
beans behind the com­ 
bine as a guide to combine 
operation. He showed the im­ 
portance of keeping the com­ 
bine head low so as to keep 
the cycle below the beans. It 
was pointed out that raising the 
cycle one inch would result in 
a loss of I 1/4 
bushel per 
acre. 
He recommended that 
the combine reel be IO to 12 
inches ahead of the cycle which 
can be estimated by looking. 
He further recommended that 
the conclave clearance be set 
at about three-eighth inch and 
that the cylinder 
speed be 
varied according to the mois­ 
ture content of the beans. He 
reported 
that there was a 
spread of 45 cents per bushel 
between the low point and the 
peak of bean prices last year 
which made it profitable to 
store beans. 
In this connec­ 
tion, he 
stated that farmers 
who stored beans had helped 
to hold bean prices up by hold­ 
ing beans off the market. 
Joe Scott, 
Extension 
Field 
Crops Specialist from the Del­ 
ta Center at Portageville, gave 
a report on soybean variety 
tests conducted at Portageville 
last year. 
He reported that 
Pickett, a new variety which is 
resistant to the soybean cyst 
nematode, is being released 
to certified 
seed producers 
for planting this year. Pickett 
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was bred from the Lee variety, 
and although it will not match 
yields with Lee on soils which 
are not infested with the cyst 
nematode, it will out-yield Lee 
by far on cyst nematode in­ 
fested soils. He reported that 
a Scott strain of beans which 
is resistant to cyst nematode is 
expected to 
be released to 
certified 
seed 
growers 
for planting in 1967. 
He also 
reported 
that a new variety 
known as Dare 
was being 
released 
to certified 
seed 
producers 
for planting this 
year. Dare, a midseason var­ 
iety, 
is one of 
the biggest 
yielding varieties being tested 
at Portageville, he said. 


Mr. Scott also outlined recom­ 
mendations of the College of 
Agriculture 
pertaining 
to 
chemical weed control in soy­ 
beans. For pre-emergence ap­ 
plications 
he recommended 
Trifluralin (Treflan) 
incor­ 
porated 
in the soil, Amiben, 
Sodium PCP, 
Randex, 
anc' 
Ramrod provided it is cleared 
for use on soybeans 
before 
planting season. 
For post- 
emergence 
applications 
he 
reported that only 4-2, 4, DB 
was recommended.
